[Grounds] 
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The present application cannot be patentable under 
Section 2, Paragraph 1, Article 29 of the Patent Law because 
the inventions described in claims 1 to 3 of the present 
application are described in publications distributed in 
foreign countries before filing the present application. 

<Below> 

(1) Claim 1 relates to a foaming composition characterized 
by comprising a fluororesin and an electrical insulating 
whisker. However, Japanese Unexamined Patent Application 
Publication No. H04-279639 (1992.10.05, hereinafter referred 
to as "cited invention") discloses a foaming composition 
containing 50 to 95% by volume of a fluororesin and 5 to 50% 
by volume of a fibrous filler (identification number [0007] ) 
and discloses that potassium titanate, a silicon nitride 
whisker and the like can be used as the fibrous filler 
(identification number [0008] ) . Accordingly, this invention 
is substantially the same as the cited invention. 

(2) Claim 2 adds to Claim 1 the restriction that "the 
electrical insulating whisker is at least one selected from 
aluminum borate, magnesium borate, potassium titanate and 
silicon nitride". However, the cited invention 
(identification number [0008] ) discloses that potassium 
titanate, a silicon nitride whisker and the like can be used

as the fibrous filler (identification number [0008] ) . 
Accordingly, this invention is substantially the same as the 
cited invention. 

(3) Claim 3 relates to a foam characterized by being obtained 
by foaming a composition comprising a fluororesin and an 
electrical insulating whisker upon mixing it with a foaming 
agent. However, the cited invention discloses a porous body 
(identification numbers [0007], [0009]) obtained by foaming 
a composition containing 50 to 95% by volume of a fluororesin 
and 5 to 50% by volume of a fibrous filler upon mixing it with 
a foaming agent and discloses that potassium titanate, a 
silicon nitride whisker and the like can be used as the fibrous 
filler (identification number [0008]). Accordingly, this 
invention is substantially the same as the cited invention.
